Washington, April 6.—Charles H. Allen, 
governor of Porto Rico, who arrived in 
Washington ‘this morning, had an hour’s 
conference with President McKinley to- 
day. Great interest was manifested in 
Governor Allen's visit on account of the 
rumors that have been rife ever since he 
sailed from San Juan that it was his in- 
tention to relinquish ‘his post in the island. 

After thé conference, however, Gover- 
nor Allen announced that he would not 
resign, and would return to his duties 
about the first week in May. after set- 
tling up some private affairs in Boston. 
It is pretty well understood that Gover- 
nor Allen came to Washington in the hope 
that the president would relieve him of 
his duties in Porto Rico, and that he 
\ asked the president to-do so, but the pres 
ident prevailed upon him to contigaue at 
the head of the administration of the af- 
fairs of the island, 

Governor Allen enjoys the confidence of 
the president to a very high degree and 
he felt that it was his duty to accede to 
the wishes of the chief executive, 

Speaking about the affairs of the island, 
Governor Allen said that the situation 
had improved very mateéfially in every 
Way since he became governor over a 
year ago.

by Count Cassini to Secretary Hay. 

The text of the identical note, as it ap- 


pears from news which has come to hand, 


is as follows: 

“That, in the present circumstances, as 
a special agreement in the Manchuria 
affair instead of being an open testimonial 
of friendly sentiments on the part of Rus- 
sia toward China might entail various dif- 
ficulties for the neighboring state, Russia 
does not in dny way insist upon the con- 
clusion of any such agreement and even 
abandons all possibility of negotiations in 
this government. Inasmuch as the impe- 
rial government ever adheres faithfully 
to its original and oft-repeated pro- 


| gramme, it will quietly await the further 


course of\events.”’ 
Washington Praises Czar. 
Washington, April 6.—The determination 
of -the Russian government not to press 
to a conclusion negotiations begun some 
time ago with the Chinese government in 
regara to Manchuria, has, naturally given 
great satisfaction to the government of 
the United States. The president is un- 
to recognize in this act of the 
czar another proof of his sincere regard 
for the harmony of the powers now en- 
gaged. in negotiations in China and his 
determination to do nothing to impede the 
speedy and satisfactory conclusion of 
these negotiations. In his view it ts an 
act worthy of. the enlightened sovereign 
who “initiated the conference of The 
Hague. The government of the United 
States is especially gratified by this ter- 
mination of the late complication, as it 
has constantly been in harmony with that 
of Russia in all the main points of our 
policy in China, 

It is the belief generally enterteines' in 
government and diplomatic circles in 
Washington that no motive can be as- 
‘gigned for this resolution of the czar, as 
it was clearly within the discretion of 
Russia to pursue whatever course that 
government thought best for its interests, 
and it may be said with absolute cer- 
tainty that nothing in the way of pressure 
or of combination has been put upon the 
Russian government to induce this result. 
It is true, the government of the United 
States, on the first of March, made known 
its views of the matter and communicated 
them with entire frankness to all the 
powers interested, but no joint represen- 
tation, it may be safely asserted, has 
even been made to Russia or to China. 
‘Warlike Attitude of Japan. 

The opinion prevails among officials 
here that the excitement reported as ex- 
isting in Japan over the ‘Manchurian 
question and the talk of ultimatums, is 
all based upon a state of affairs that ex- 
isted before the delivery of the Russian 
note yesterday to Secretary Hay.

IMDIGHATION IS AROUSED 


Germans Comment Bitterly on the 
Kaiser’s Evident Distrust of 
the People — Unfavorable 
Comment on Bryan’s 
Speech. 


Berlin, -April 6—The entire German 
press is still greatly excited over the em- 
peror’s recent utterances on the occasion 
of his toasts, and the reviews in today’s 
weekly press confirm this condition. 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung says Em- 
peror William’s words to the Emperor Al- 
exander Grenadier regiment upon the oc- 
casion of their installation in their new 
barracks near the emperor’s palace, when 


he called them his life guards, etc., have 
been received everywhere with dismay 
and amazement, but sadder still is the 
fact that the emperor had the regiment’s 
barracks built in close prdéximity to the 
castle, which shows that the emperor 
meant what he said upon that occasion. 
The paper then dissects the emperor’s 
toast concerning Russian-German rela- 
tions and says it is evident that somebody 
has been systematically trying to embroil 
these hitherto friendly relations and that, 
from the emperor's hints, this can only 
be Great Britain or Japan. The paper 
concludes: 

‘Where. then, are our new English 
friends?”’ 

The fact of the matter is that the em; 
peror’s utterances have been interpreted 
in all ways to suit everybody's taste and 
partyism. 

The German press comments unfavora- 
bly on the farewell speech of C. P. Bryan, 
United States minister to Brazil, at Port 
Alegre, in which Mr. Bryan was quoted 
as counseling the German residents of 
Brazil to. contribute to the welfare of that 
country without wounding the national 
sentiments of the Brazilians. A letter on 
this matter from a prominent German of 
Rio Janeiro is making the rounds of the 
press. This letter says Mr. Bryan’s 
word’s were tactless. and that the Ameri- 
can minister interfered in matters which 
did not concern him and denies that Ger- 
many seeks political independence for the 
German, residents of southern Brazil.

The Daily Chronicle makes similar com- 
ments interpreting Russia’s policy, and 
says that of the powers which really 
count Japan is the only one which is at 
all likely to back her protest with force. 

The Daily’ News maintains that Russia’s 
policy is as clear as day‘ight and simply 
means no shred of independence for Man- 
churia. The paper continues: 

“Russia has a firm friend and ally in 
the United States. The American govern- 
ment lost no time in publishing the plaus!i- 
ble pacific assurance received by Secre- 
tary Hay from Count Cassini. But the 
United States has long been anxious to 
get out of the Chinese imbroglio alto- 
gether.’’ 

Foreign Powers Responsible. 

St. Petersburg, April 6.—The newspapers 
here aver that the foreign powers, and 
not Russia, are responsible for the con- 
tinued occupation of Manchuria. . The 
Viedomosti says it is quite impossible for 
Russia to withdraw without some guaran- 
tee that order will be preserved on her 
frontiers, adding: : 

“Russia does not intend to be left in 
the far east at the disadvantage she was 
placed under in the near east twenty- 
three years ago.”

Filipino War Kept Alive by Two 
Secret Societies, 


GEN, YOUNG ON SITUATION 


He Says That These Societies Pre- 
sent a Formidable Problem to 
United States—Their In- 
fluence Extends Over 
the Islands. 


Chicago, April 6.—Major General 8. B. 
M. Young, recently commanding the 
northern part of the island of Lugon, ar- 
rived in Chicago, en route from Manila 
to Washington today. 

“The most formidable probiem confront- 
ing the United States government in the 
Philippines today is presented by the two 
great native secret societies, the Kati- 
punan and the Sandathan,’” said General 
Young. ‘The first named is distinctly mil- 
itary in its character and numbers among 
its members the real leaders of the insur- 
rection. The second is civil, and embraces 
every pative in the island who is in sym- 
pathy with the rebel cause. The second 
secures funds, provisions and arms for 
the first and informs its members of all 
movements of the United States troops. 
The influence of these two organizations 
is widespread, and cur means of-ap- 
proaching the prime moyers are limited. 

“The utmost secrecy governs the work 
of these societies. They ere crafty, skill- 
ful, and, we have found to our cost, 
treachcrous. Their hatred of our people is 
as bitter as it is grcundiess, and in my 
opinion th: quickest and best if not the 
only way to wean them from their preju- 
dices is by means of American coloniza- 
tiqn of the ‘slands.”’ 

“Will Aguinaldo’s capture have a good 
effect on those still under arms?’ was 
asked. 

“Yes; it will probably lead many to 
submit to what would appear the inevita- 
ble, but just how wide this effect will be 
I am wnable to say 

‘General Tinio, the most formidable gen- 
eral in the north, is still holding out, but 
through hop2 of reward he may follow 
Aguinaldo’s example.

LAYING DOWN THEIR ARMS. 


Insurgent Filipinos Surrendering 
to United States Troops. 
Manila, April 6.—The following surren- 

ders have occurred: 

The insurgent General Arejola, with 
thirty officers and*eight hundred men at 
the town of Neuva Caceres, in the prov- 
ince of South Camarines, southern Luzon; 
the remainder of the command of Major 
Pablo Tecson, consisting of nineteen offi- 
cers, 173 men and 1333 rifles, at the town 
of San Miguel de Maumo, Bulacan prov- 
ince, and at other points. 

The wholesale grocery dealers of Ma- 
nila report doubled sales of groceries since 
the investigation into the alleged com- 
missary scandals were commenced. 

Washington, April 6.—An order was is- 
sued today at the war department direct- 
ing that the five new cavalry regiments 
(except the Fifteenth cavalry, under or- 
ders to the Philippines) be organized on 
a basis of eighty men per troop. Under 
the elastic provision of the army reor- 
ganization act, a troop of cavalry may 
consist of from sixty-five to one hundred 
men. The war department, after a full 
consideration of the subject, has con- 
cluded that a strength of eighty men per 
troop will meet all military requiremegts. 

o change has been made in the organiza- 
tlon of the regiments in the Philippines 
and none is contemplated for the present. 
The Fifteenth cavalry, which is one of 
the new regiments ordered to the Philip- 
aes. will have the maximum strength of 
00 men per troop. The other new.cavalry 
regiments will be stationed in the United 
States for many months to come. 


TO LEAVE TROOPS IN CHINA. 


Foreign Generals Have a Conference 
About the Matter. 

Pekin, April 6.—The meeting of the gen- 
erals of the allied troops and Count von 
Waldersee this morning was of zreat in- 
terest and importance. Though 
known beforehand what had practically 
been decided upon, still the meeting 
showed conclvsively the attitude of the 
different powers. The only dissentients 
from the plan adopted were General Chaf- 
fee, the American commander, and Gen- 
eral Wogack, commander of the Russian 
forces, who both thought that the num- 
ber of troops was too great. The other 
generais were unanimous in the opinion 
that nine points on the railway should 
be occupled between Pekin and Shan Hai 
Hi, with six thousand men, exclusive cf 
the two thousand in Pekin. This will be 
a permanent measure, while the reduction 
of the present forces will be made accord- 
ing to the wishes of the respective gov- 
ernments. The railway between Paocting- 
tu and Pekin will not be gaurded, it not 
being a line of communication with the 
sea. 

General Chaffee suggested that it was 
only necessary to occupy two points be- 
tween Yang Tsun and Tien Tsin and 
three between Tien Tsin and Shan Hai 
Kwan, with a total of 2,000 mdh, exclu- 
sive of those at Pekin. It was neccessary 
he said, to have soldiers at Tong Ku, as 
naval vessels were alwaye there and also 
because the reliefs were always passing 
backward and forwoerd. 

General Wogack thought one thousand 
trren would te sufficient for occupying 
Tien Tsin and Shan Hai Kwan. 

The views of the majority will be ‘pre- 
sented to the ministers for immediate ac- 
tion, as the generals feel that the accept- 
ance by the Chinese of these terms, in- 
cluding the tots! destruction of the forts 
at Shan Hai * wan, Pei Tan Taku,

Young White Man Put to Death 
by Arkansas. Mob,

SWORE HE WAS. INNOCENT 


. 

He Was lynched for Shooting a 
Man and, with Rope About 
Neck, He Protested That 
the Shot Was Acci- 
dental. 


Osceola, Ark., April 6.—May Hearn, of 
Luxora, Ark., was taken from the coun- 
ty jail here this morning between 1 and 2 
o'clock and lynched. 

The victom of the mob was a young 
white man, the son.of J. R. Hearn, one 
of the most respectable farmers living in 
the neighborhood of Laixora, and the 
crime for which he was hanged was the 
shooting of Clyde King, of Lwxora, on 
the night of Sunday, March 3ist. 

The lynching Was a very quiet affair, 
as the mob that participated in it was 
thoroughly organized. It seemed to be 
made wp largely of persons from Luxora, 
as the members entered Osceola on horse- 
back and not over half a dozen citizens 
of the place were adware that a lynching 
had taken place until this morning. 

The mob, numbering aboud fifteen per- 
sons, entered the city about midnight. 
Sentries were posted. along the main 
streets and a posse was sent out to effect 
the capture of Deputy Sheriff Lee Good- 
rich and Night Watchman skipworth. 
Both of the officers wtre found by the 
posse and after their capture they were 
disarmed and compelled to accompany the 
lynchers. 

Deputy Sheriff Goodrich had the key to 
the jail in his pockets and these were 
taken possession of by the ieaders of the 
mob. Arriving at the jail the lynchers 
entered. : 

Hearn sank on his knees and began to 
pray. Although his sentences were al- 
most incoherent, he insisted that he had 
not killed King from malice, but that the 
shooting was accidental. 

The mob was unmoved by his prayers 
and petitions for mercy, and, placing a 
rope around Hearn’s neck, they took him 
from the jail and hanged: him to a tree. 

After it was found that ‘Hearn was dead 
the mob, in an organized body, left the 
scene of the tragedy and rode out of 
town. 

The body was left dangling in the air 
until about 9 o’clock this morning, when 
it was cut down and turned over to his 
family.

“dead, line,’’ General Cassius Marcellus 
Clay, who is famous as statesman, ed- 
itor and fighter, is pacing the carpeted 
floor of Whitehall tonight armed with 
bowie knives and pistols, defying the 
world, which he imagines is trying to 
take his life. 

Only two persons saw him today. 
These were a negro, Zach White, and 
his. ok4 bodyguard, Jim Bowling. The ne- 
gro was sent by Hon. Brutus J. Clay, late 
commissioner to the Paris exposition, 
to try and get the consent of his father 
to hold an audience with him and Bowl- 
ing to bear a note from a correspondent 
asking a statement for the newspapers. 
To White, General Clay said he was at 
war with the world and would fight 
till death. To the correspondent’s mes- 
senger he said he would not talk for 
publication at this time, but would have 
a statement to make later. He wrote, or 
tried to write, a reply, but his writing 
is not legible. Both Bowling and White 
said that it would be dangerous for any 
stranger or relative to apply at the house 
for admission. 

“The old man looks like a mad man,” 
said Bowling. ‘I never saw him so 
wrought up. He will take no advice nor 
will he listen to any one talk.” 

The supposed flagpole has the end bear- 
ing the white rag tying in the mud, while 
the one bearing the red one is propped 
some five feet in the air. Bowling said 
General Clay told him to put the flag 
out; that it was a symbol of death to 
any man who dared molest him.

He is,;armed with ten large pistols, 
several rifies, shotguns and scores of 
knives. His doors are secured by iron 
bars. He was not hit in the battle with 
the officers yesterday, although thebat- 
tle was more severe and dangerous than 
reported. He wants his children to re- 
lease all claims to his estate, which is 
only his during his lifetime, that he may 
give it to Dora Brock, formerly his child 
wife. His condition is more pitiable than 
that of a maniac in,an insane asylum.

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ARZ PUBCHASING LAND 


Mills Will Soon Be Brected To Con- 
‘vert Trees Inte Merchantable 
Lamber. 


Albany, Ga.. April 6—(Special.)—It is 
somewhat #urprising that so little is 
known of the extent and valve of hard- 
wood forests and hammocks in southwest 
Georgia. ‘Only within the last two years 
have the first attempts ‘been made in this 
immediate section of the state to convert 
into merchantable form the hard timber 
which ig.to be found in these counties 
along the course of Flint river and the 
value of which is many millions of dol, 
lars. \ 

_.Now that the way. has been blazed, 
however, the process of converting our 
hardwoods into money may be expected 
to go forward at a rapid rate. Parties 
with capital to invest in enterprises for 
the development of this section are al- 
ready investigating the timber outlook, 
and for the first time in the history of 
southwest Georgia there is a demand for 
wooded swamp and hammock land. With- 
in the-last few weeks eastern capitalists 
have been in southwest Georgia seeking 
optiong on and offering to purchase out- 
right lands which have long been looked 
wpon as practically worthless, and par- 
ties who own considerable tracts of such 
land are beginning to realize that it is far 
from valueless. 

There hag recently been erected within 
ten miles of this city one of the most 
completely equipped mills for the conver- 
sion of bardwood trees into merchantable 
lumber that is to be found in all the 
south. It is owned and operated by a 
company comprised of Georgia and east- 
ern capitalists and has been in successful 
operation for about a year. The company 
has accomplis#@@.a great deal in a quiet 
and wunostentatious manner. . More than 
a hundred thousand dollars has been ex-. 
pended in equipping the mill and build- 
ing tram lines, and the company owns a 
splendid area of land wooded with valua- 
‘ble hard timber. The company is stfll ex- 
tending its improvements and ships its 
output to southern and eastern markets. 
The success of this company makes it cer- 
tain that others of a similar character 
will soon be organized, and the utilization 
of our hardwoods will go forward rap- 
idly. 

By using the terms “swamp” and “ham- 
mock” it is not intended to convey the 
idea that our hardwoods are found on 
marshy or water covered tracts. Except 
at seasons of the year when our streams 
are away out of their banks, the result 
ef unusually heavy rains, this class of 
timber is easily accessible. 

The most valuable yarieties of south- 
west Georgia hardwoods are the cypress, 
oak, hickory, ash and cedar. The mag- 
nolla, too, grows in profusion in many 
localities, and, will be valuable before 
many years in industries where very light 
wood is required, 

In many parts of the country herea- 
bouts the trees enumerated grow on high 
land where they are as accessible as the 
pine treés in our: open forests. Lumber 
men who are fam..jar with the demand 
and supply of hardwoods in this country 
say that within a few years mills will be 
located on the edge of all our swamp 
and hammock lands, and: that Georgia 
¢ypress, oak, hickory, ash, cherry and 
magnolia will be shipped to all sections 
of the country. Thé supply of hard- 
woods in Kentucky,’ Tennessee and other 
states is rapidly disappearing, and Geor- 
gia must now come to the front. That 
many fortunes will be taken out, of our 
swamps and hammocks during the next 
twenty years canhot be doubted by those

TO ASSEMBLE NEXT TUESDAY. 


Sugar Cane and’ Cassava Convention 
Will Be Largely Attended. 
Brunswick, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports made. to the board of trade by spe- 
cial committee arranging details for the 
sugar cane and cassava convention on 
next Tuesday, show that deep interest 
has been aroused in the movement in all 
parts of south Georgia, There igs a pros- 
pect that over 500 acres will be planted 
this year in cassava in southwest Geor- 
gia. ‘This is based upon reports from 
planters. The sugar cane acreage will 
be increased fully 20 per cent. The board 
of trade will have enough seed cane of 
cassava on hand at the convention to 
plant sixty or seventy-five acres. The 
movement is receiving the encouragement 
of the best and most wideawake planters. 
There is also a purpose among many to 
go. into an extensive cultivation of the

The young ladies Were not so delighted 


with the result, though, as no decision 
was rendered and Governor Candler de- 
clared they had both won. They tied. 
The judges selected were Governor Can- 
dler, Commissioner G. R. Glenn and At- 
torney General J. M. Terrell. Colonel 
Terrell declined to act at the last mo- 
ment, though, because one of the young 
ladies on the programme was related to 
him. This caused the tie which was so 
much regretted by the members of both 
societies. They declare they will have 
it out yet. 

It was suggested to President Cox that 
he invite two members of some male in- 
stitution, the University of Georgia, Em- 
ory or Mercer, to debate with the young 
ladies in order to settle the question, and 
he has this under consideration. 

The subject for discussion was ‘‘Re- 
solved, That the modern tendencies in 
connection with woman’s clubs are con- 
ducive to the good of the sex.” 

It was ayvery popular subject and gave 
the debaters plenty of scope to keep the 
house in a good humor with their witti- 
cisms and jokes. 

The Baconians had the affirmative and 
were ably represented by Misses Possie 
Callaway, of Cumming, Ga., and Miriam 
Acree, of Clarkesville, Tenn. The nega- 
tive side was championed bv Misses Pau- 
line Stewart, of Bradle~ Ga., and Ethel 
Dallas, of LaGrange, Ga.

TRIAL OF THE WITCH KILLERS. 
Evidence Shows Were

‘Paris, Tex., Aprit 6—(Special.)—At to- 
day’s proceedings. in the witch killers’ 
trial the government undertook to show 
that the defendants were not impelied 
by religious frenzy, but by bad whisky 
in killing the alleged witches. Liquor 
had been expressed from Paris to Grand 
for a sick man.

rom several counties of south Georgia, 
and the opinion sent by F. D, Coburn, 
secretary of the board, was geueraty fa- 
vorable. It showed a desire for such 
sirup upon the market. Producers of 
Georgia cane sirup and other planters will 
read the letter, which follows, with inter- 
est, the counties from which the samples 
were sent being interpolated: 

“The nine bottles and one can of Geor- 
gia cane sirup which you were so kind as 
to send me for sampling came duly to 
hand, and I have done what I could to 
have the samples tasted by those who

‘In what follows I do not mean to be 
understood as‘ disparaging any of the 
sainples, but, as stated before, they differ.

LOCATED THE FINDLEY CHUTE 


Some Litife Excitement at North 


Georgia Mine. 

Dahlonega, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—A 
considerable ripple in mining circles has 
been caused here recently by the redis- 
covery of the celebrated Findley “chute” 
on the property of the Consolidated Gold 
Mining Company. This celebrated vein 
though at no place more than two or 
three feet wide, is the richest ever known 
in this section, and formerly yielded un- 
told thousands in pure virgin gold to its 
operators. The vein was lost, however, 
and was not again discovered for four- 
teen years until about a week ago, when 
the present operator, J. B. Witt. of this 
place. succeeded in finding the rich and 
long-lost stratum. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Witt. in conjunction with C. L. Camp- 
bell. leased the mill and mine on which 
the “‘chute” ig located, but only a short 
time before the rich “strike’’ was made 
Mr. Campbell withdrew from the co- 
partnership. 

Within the few days since the vein 
was struck Mr. Witt is gaid to have taken 
out between one and two thousand penny- 
weights of the precious metal, some of 
the ore being actually held together by 
the virgin. gold. The vein is situated 
about 200 feet below the surface at the 
foot of an inclined shaft. The ore body 
has been stripped for ten or fifteen feet, 
and it said to ‘‘show up” richer in pro- 
portion to its depth. It Is safe to pre- 
dict that before the expiration of his 
lease, June*30th, Mr. Witt will have taken 
out many thousand pennyweights of the 
yeHow wealth, sufficient to make a very 
neat fortune.

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TAKEN 10 COURT 
Suit Brought Against Tax Collector 

Stewart To Recover $207.16. 
PROCEEDING IS TEST CASE 


Special Tax Was Recently Collected 
from Packing Concerns. 


ALLEGE THAT THEY ARE WOT LIABLE 


It Is Claimed That They Are Not 
Packing Houses,, but Simply Deal 
in Packing House Products, 


Proceedings were instituted”fM the city 
court yesterday by Attorneys Smith, 
Hammond & Smith to recover the taxes 
recently collected from the Atlanta paak- 
ing establishments by Tax Collector A. 
P. Stewart, under an act passed at the 
last session of the legislature, imposing 
a special tax of $200 on each place of 
business in the state. T. E. Kehrrer, who 
is connected with Nelson, Morris & Co., 
is the plaintiff in the case, and Collector 
Stewart is the defendant. The amount 
sued for is $207.15, of which $2.66 is inter- 
est and $4.80 costs. 

The tax was collected from all of the 


concerns in Atlanta, but this one action 
is to be a test case. The suit is of a very 


j,important nature, as it will affect similar 


establishments throughout the _ entire 
state. There are about seventeen of these 
establishments in the state, and upon the 
outcome of the Atlanta case hinges the 
validity of the tax act, as pertains to 
them. The amount of money involved 
is in the neighborhood of $8,000. It is 
learned that an agreement has been 
reached between the attorneys in the case 
and Comptroller General Wright, to the 
effect that if the pending case is success- 
ful, he will refund all of the taxes col- 
lected from these concerns. 

The tax was formerly $100 on each plAce 
of business, but the legislature increased 
it to $200. The packing concerns in At- 
lanta did not pay the tax, and Collector 
Stewart issued fi. fas. against them. 
The tax was then paid under protest, 
and the matter resulted in the filing of 
the suit yesterday. 

The principal contention in the suit 
is that the establishment of Nelson, Mor- 
ris & Co., in Atlanta, is not a packing 
house, but simply dispose of packing 
house products, and that Kehrrer, on 
whom the fi. fa. was served, is only a 
clerk and not responsible for the special 
tax. The petition describes a packing 
house as a place. where cattle, sheep and 
swine are killed and certain products 
made from their carcasses. It is alleged 
that Kehrrer is employed at a salary of 
$25 per week, as a clerk, and that there 
is no law that authorizes such a tax 
against him personally. 

It is also alleged that he was threaten- 
ed with arrest and prosecution, if he did 
not pay the tax and that he paid it in 
order to protect himself from being \W- 
rested or prosecuted. It is further al- 
leged that to force him to pay the tax 
or to imprison him would be a violation 
of the fourteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

The outcome of the case will no doubt 
be watched with a great deal of interest.

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SGUTH’S GREAT FORAGE CROP 
AS CURED BY: H. J. DUNTON 


By F. J. MERRIAM. 

URING my visit to Mr. H. J, Dun- 
[ ) ton, at Smyrna, Ga., I found thst 

he had discovered a most success- 
ful method for curing pea vine hay. I 
have been so impressed with the feeding 
value of this hay for stock that I am 
making preparations ncw to grow enough 
to feed our animals throughout the en- 
tire year. 

The great trouble in the past has al- 
ways been to cure it, and the fact that 
Mr. Duntcn has found a practical way 
to do this was evidenced by the forage 
in his barn. 

Whenever we have pea vine hay to feed 
cur mules and horses are fat and they feel 
fine; the milk of the cows is richer and 
and they give an extra quantity; our 
driving horses hold up their heads, their 
coats are glossy, and they travel with 
spirit. Even the heavy draught animals 
appear to do their work with greater 
ease. Not only has pea vine hay proved 
most benefiicial to our stock, but it is the 
cheapest food we have been able to ob- 
tain both from the standpoint of feeding 
and that of growing. The crop is a sure 
one and easily raised, and has the virtue 
of improving the soil instead of exhaust- 
ing it. Whenever we feed pea vines it 
requires scarcely any grain to keep our 
animals in prime condition; in fact I am 
doubtful if it is necessary to feed any 
grain at all to large work stock, who can 
dispose of a sufficient amount of this hay. 
The great difficulty heretofore seems to 
have been the risk and trouble attend- 
ant upon saving the crop after it has 
been grown. This has discouraged many, 
and turned their attention to other kinds 
of forage more easily cured. 

While talking to Mr. Dunton about his 
potatoes my attention was called tg his 
unique method of saving pea vine hay; 
also to the remarkably fine condition of 
the hay itself, which had been saved with 
all fhe leaves adhering to the vines, and 
which had retained its bright green color, 


‘showing that it had not been exposed to 


the weather. 

I had heard of a great many ways of 
saving pea vine hay; I had been told to 
put it up in cumbersome rail pens, in 
layers with rails tween, covering the 
pen with boards. ‘Our Georgia experi- 
ment station had advised me to pur- 
chase expensive canvas caps, cock the 
hay up in the field, and cover it with 
these caps until it was cured. The North 
Carolina experiment station advised the 
farmers to leave the hay in/ windrows or 
small cocks until the vines were cured 
sufficiently, so that the sap would not ex- 
ude when the vines were twisted hard, 
and to then haul them in, and pack them 
down tight in a close house. This meth- 
ca will do very well provided you have 
a close house to store them in, instead 
of an open loft, and also provided it does 
not rain during the three or four days 
in which it is necessary to leave the hay 
in the fleld before it will be cured suf- 
ficiently to house. We lost four acres of 
hay in this manner one year, and ouv 
mental state since then, whenever pea

vine hay was in the field, was, to say the 
least, somewhat nervous. 

The reader then can possibly form some 
idea of my delight when I accidentally 
discovered Mr. Dunton’s method of sav- 
ing this valuable hay. It has been left 
to this Georgia farmer not only to grow 
Irish potatoes and keep sweet potatoes 
successfully, but also to demonstrate & 
cheap and sure method of curing pee 
vine hay. 

“I am afraid you have been keeping 
your light hid under a bushel, Mr. Dun- 
ton,’’ said I, as we climbed into the loft 
of his big barn to inspect the hay. 

“Well, I don’t know about that,” he 
replied. “I have been trying to do good 
farming, if that is keeping my light hid. 
Any one is welcome to come here and 
see the results. Now, here is the hay.” 
continued Mr. Dunton. “You will ob- 
serve that it comes out in blocks about 
the right size for a feed for a horse. 
You will also notice that all the leaves 
are on just as they were when the hay 
was first cut. That is because I cured 
the hay on poles. Here are my poles 
over here in the corner. I take pains to 
keep them out of the weather and use 
the same poles from year to year.” 

The poles in question were about two 
inches in diameter, between six and seven 
feet long, and sharpened at both ends. 

“T use pine poles principally,” said Mr. 
Dunton in reply to my inquiry on this 
point, “although poplar would do nieely. 
They must be smooth, you see, so the 
vines will slip over them easily. For 
this reason, and also to make them last 
longer, they must be peeled and all the 
knots trimmed off carefully.” 

“You speak of'the hay slipping over 
the poles,” I interrupted. “You do not 
put it around them, then?’’ . 

“No. That would take too long, and 
besides, the stacks would be too large 
to cure easily. The idea is to have them 
tall and narrow so the air can penetrate 
every part. The way I manage is this: 
I start the mower after the dew ig off, 
say, about 10 o'clock in the morning. I 
also cut in the afternoon, stopping be- 
fore the dew begins falling in the even- 
ing. The next afternoon the hay is raked 
into windrows, when I at once begin 
to stack onto the poles. You observe 
the poles are sharpened at both ends—one 
end to go into the ground and the other 
to stick through the hay. You will have 
to make a hole in the ground for the 
pole to stand in. I do this with an old 
steel drill, which I drive into the ground 
with a wooden maul. I then work this 
around until the hole is the 
size to hold the pole firmly. I

Much. of the beauty:of the play is lost | 


by, the attempt to crowd into a few 
hours the events represented in the days 
performance by the peasant actors of the 
little mountain town made famous as a 
shrine for pilgrims. 

The play last night was given in five 
acts and twenty-three. scenes, and be-. 
gan with the meeting of the Savior and 
the Samaritan woman at Jacob’s well. 
The fair Samaritan was dressed in a 
costume somewhat at variance with the 
generally accepted idea of the fashions 
in vogue at that day, but she showed a 
proper religious attention tv the words 
that fell from the divine lips. It seemed 
rather irreverent.-at first thought, to see 
an actor representing thé sacred pers.n 
of the Son of God, with the glare of the 
footlights and the tawdry, cffects of the 
scene-painter’s art to sét him off. The 
sacred nimbus had rather a brassy el/ne, 
and there was an evident deception in 
the matter of the flowing hair and the 
beard that never knew a barber's pro- 
fane razor. — 

In the second act the entry into Jeru- 
salem and the strewing of palms in the 
narrow street (which was represented on 
the stage as the width of Broadway in 
front of the Hoffman house) was a dis- 
tinctly new impression to one who, like 
myself, has heen taught to regard that 
event as a solemn.and serious affair. Tho 
well known fact ‘that’ an ass is not a 
graceful steed was unduly accentuated by 
the lack of practice as an equestrian on 
the part of Senor Arturo Biuxens, who 
assumed the leading role. The ass failed 
to rise tc the histrionic opportunit:es pre 
sented by the situation and- showel an 
aversion to the lime light and plainly re- 
garded the music of the orcliestra as an 
invention of the devil. 

All of the shortcomings of the drama 
and the actors therein were forgotten, 
however. in the wonderful act'ng of Se- 
nora Dolores R. de Buxen, who was cast 
for the part of the virgin. Thcre must 
be a great deal in the feeling tliat one’s 
audience is in sympathy with one when 
playing a »~art.

“With -the addition of the Mobile and 
Ohio, the last line absorbed, we have the 
principal ports on the Atlantic coast and 
the gulf of Mexico, beginning with Nor- 
folk in the north, Charieston, Brunswick, 
Sayannah, Mobile and splendid connec- 
tions into New Orleans. | 

‘We have 8,400 miles of railroad reach- 
ing out from these different seaports and 
entering, the famous Piedmont country, 
where the manufacturing industries have 
sprung up faster than in any part of the 
country, and strong positions in the coal, 
iron and coke regions. Thig gives us 
magnificent possiMilities with the export 
trade to Europe and South America. 

“We found it necessary last year to add 
over 25 per cent to our engine and car 
account to meet the demand for car ser- 
vice. We now have 33,000 cars very active- 
ly used, and 900 engines, and requests are 
still coming in for more. ,We have fe- 
cently laid 160,000 tons of new steel over 
the different divisions. Among our fam- 
ily, and I mean the officials of the South- 
ern railway, more enthusiastic, perhaps, 
than the ordinary individual, we feel that 
the south has just begun, and that with 
the continued indorsement the north is 
now giving that country, but little idea 
can be coneefvéd of the volume of busi- 
ness. that will be. carried on in that see- 
tion within the next few years.

THE BOYS’ WORK SHOP. 


The most interesting workers in all the 
city of ‘Atlanta are the group of public 
school boys who assemble in the work 
shop of the Boys’ High school two after- 
noons in every week to receive instruc- 
tions in manual training from Professor 
Utterbach, director of manual training for 
the public school system of Atlanta. The 
class is a limited one, because lack of 
funds prohibits the purchase of facili- 
tiles for a larger number than one pupil 
from each schao0l, but there is adequate 
equipment for this number and their ac- 
complishment in the two or “three les- 
sons .-hey have had fs truly remarkable. 

Since only one boy could be chosen 
from each school naturally the aggrega- 
tion is of the brightest and it is really 
gen to watch them at their work. 

he work tables extend the length of the 
large room and there are five or six of 
them, all furnished with the necessary 
tools and material. Under the tables are 
drawers, or rather chests, for holding 
tools not in use, and they are so adjust- 
ed as to be easily pushed far underneath 
out of the way when the workers are 
seated to do handcarving, or to be pulled 
to the edge where the tools are within 
reach when the workers are standing. 
Since the introduction of manual trainin 
into the public schools of Atlanta, an 
indeed, during all the increasing atten- 
tion which the educators of the country 
have been giving the science, people have 
studied the subfect to greater or less ex- 
tent and its objects and methods have 
become more or less known, so that 
everybody who takes any kind of inter- 
est in the education of children knows 
something of what manual training 
means and what it proposes to do, In 
brief its aim is to contribute through the 
cultivation of manual dexterity and skill 
to the complete development of the man, 
the physical training for certain work be- 
ing quite as necessary to perfect accom- 
plishment as the mental training which 
_—- the physical agents, and the train- 
ng attained through manuai iabor being 
necessary to the all-round manly develop- 
ment. Understanding, therefore, the value 
of manual] training to the best education 
of the boys, people who are interested in 
education are _ interested in the classes in 
‘which the science is taught and already 
the workshop in the High School has 
had many visitors. 

It is very refreshing to watch the boys 
at work, they are so thoroughly in earnest 
and so pleased over the fact that at last 
they have found a work which they can 
enjoy. Every boy that ever happened 
likes to. work with carpenters’ tools and

foes, they use saw and hammer and 
plane with a will and they turn out the 
most creditable work. A clever, active 
set of boys they seem as their bright 
eyes inspect the blue prints that describe 
the work they are to do, or examine the 
director’s expression as he passes judg- 
ment on what they have already done. 
If he says their work is not satisfactory, 
they lock it over and you know they are 
thinking’that it does not look so very 
bad, but they sigh and then set to work 
to make another. If the director says 
that the work is good then they have 
reason to be pleased, because they can 
keep it to present at the Technological 
school for instance, where they are given 
eredit for so much and are not required 
to go back over the same thing. Some 
of the articles made by these boys are of 
considerable difficulty, yet they are made 
with exactness and neatness that jis re- 
markable. Very soon thay will take up 
wood carving and no doubt it will prove 
even more fascinating than their present 
interesting occupation. It is only a pity 
that. all the boys cannot, enjoy the privti- 
lege of this training and it Is confidently 
expected that the opportunity will include 
all of them next year when it is proved 
how much the training can achieve for 
the few boys who attend the classes this 
year.

We 
were in Mexico City for a whils, and I 
enjoyed all of our stay there except that 
there were so many Mexicans, and I 
can't stand Mexicans. They ure a very 
hospitable people and they seemed _will- 
Ing to do everything for us, but I didn’t 
like them and I stayed in.the hotel al- 
Ways uniess our party ifisisted I mast g0° 
out, because I did not like to see the peo- 
ple. There were a great many interest- 
ing places to see, though, and tha drives 
to reach them were. beautiful. We went 
all through the palace of President Diaz, 
and the beautiful grounds surrvunding 
them, but he and his wife were not 
there. I was sorry not to see them, be- 
catse I heard so much about them, the 
recple seeming to he fond of Mrs. Diaz 
especially, because they say she is 8s? 
grecious and good. The flower market in 
Mexico City is quite the place to go on 
Sunday and they have the most gorgeous 
flowers, which they almost give away. 
We could get an armful of violets for a 
nickel and several dcezen carnations for 
& quarter. All the ladies with us were 
wild over the flowers, because they were; 
so handsome and so cheap and they only 
regrettcd they could not bring some home. 
We ate there ina Chinese restaurant, 
just as everybody did, and they had 
very nice things and clean service, but 
they take people’s appetite away by put- 
ting everything on the table at once. 

“Los Angeles is a beautiful place, too. 
There are lots of fine houses and rich 
people there. Nearly everybody owns 
some kind of a mine and I wanted papa 
to buy one, but he said he ‘thought he’d 
buy one before we go west again. There 
are beautiful beaches near there and on 
Sundays when we would go out to them. 
We would sometimes see as many as sev- 
enty thousand people at once surf-bath- 
ing. It seemed very funny that it was 
sO warm there that people were wear-' 
ing summer clothes and going in bath- 
ing when I Knew that at home people 
were shivering in heavy cloaks. I played. 
In the sand and went in bathing, too, and 
cn one beach we picked up handfuls of 
opals and moonstones just as they were 
washed up from the sea. I had some of 
them polished to bring home as souvenirs. 
Then we went sailing in a glass-hottomed 
boat, and as the water along the coast 
is very clear we could see to the bottom, 
and you can’t imagine how beautiful it 1s 
—as wonderful as the scenery on land. I 
waded, too, in the Pacific. Doesn’t that 
gaund queer—to wade ina big ocean? : 

“In San Francisco we saw everything 
there was to sec, and the most interest- 
ing place to all the people in our crowd 
was Chinatown. I cGidn’t like it a bit, 


because I don’t like Chinese any more | 


than I do Mexicans, but I went there a 
good deal. The first night we had a 
guide and went through everything, 
even the cplum joints, whére some of | 
the Chinese spend nearly 4l} their time. 
These places are under ground and there 
is not a breath of air can get into them, 
so I don’t see how the people stand it, 
but they do. One of the funniest things 
I saw was a cat, with the opium habit. 
I’ve seen cats do curious things and play 
curious tricks, but I'd never heard of one 
l:ke this. As soon as the old man who 
owned him lighted his pipe to smoke his 
opium the cat would go to him ané@ in- 
hale the fumes, so that he was soon as 
drowsy as his master. They say some of 
the Chinese there are sce rich that they 
hardly know how much they own them- 
selves. The shop-keepers have beautiful 
things for sale and there is a theater, too, 
where all the men sit together and all 
the women in different parts of the house, 
and the actors tear around the stage as 
if they were cragy, but the Chinese think 
. fine and they scream and laugh all the 
me, 
we g.our trip through the Rocky 
mountains everybody in our crowd found 
the scenery so grand that they couldn't 
stop eat long enough to look at it. 
It would take a whole morning almust 
to eat breakfast, because every time we 
started to eat something somebody would 
look there,’ end knives and forks 
Cpoppes for awhile to look. 
0 rings I rode two miles 
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Every atom of life was hushed and stiil

Tenn., they have the Sunday 
school publishing house, from which 
goes the Sunday school literature to the 
entire connection. In Washington, D. C., 
they have a fine building, known as the 
Financial building. There all the finances 
of the great organization are gathered 
and managed. Now this southern pub- 
lishing house located at 212 Auburn ave- 
nue, Atlanta, is another valuable addi- 
tion. 

These men are building more wisely 
than they now know. And, too, the great 
army of Baptists in this country are see- 
ing the value of perfect organization and 
are getting in line. As a result of what 
they have already done, they have today 
in the city of Nashville. Tenn., one of the 
finest publishing houses owned and op- 
erated by colored men and women in the 
world. There they publish Bibles,. hymn 
books, all kinds of music, Sunday school 
literature, papers and periodicals. 

The hum of their many presses and the 
clicking of the many typewriters cause 
one to pause and wonder if he is really 
in a business house owned and operated 
by colored people. Another beauty in it 
is they employ from seventy-five to one 
hundred and fifty colored men and wo- 
men all the time. 

The Rev. Dr. Boyd is, we might say, 
the father of this extensive business, ana 
is at its head. The Baptists the world 
over ought to rejoice and bé proud of that 
publishing house. That is just one result 
of concerted effort and it should stimu- 
late them to come together on other lines. 
They have a membership that, if it could 


ibe brought together, it could do anything. 


Think of it, just $1 from each Baptist in 
Georgia would open a bank with a paid 
up capital of some $300,000. This is the 
way We must solve the race question.

Greensboro. Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—In 
accordance with the programme  pub- 
lished in the catalogue of the Georg'x 
Normal and Industrial institute, tie 
farmers’ conference was held in the audi- 
torium of the main building. There wore 
present about seventy-five of the most 
successful negro farmers of middle Geor- 
gia, almost all the counties of this sec- 
tion being represented. These mectings 
are of great importance and have proven 
of great value to the farmers from the 
fact that they are held under the aus- 
pices and bv direction of the industrial 
institute. where especial attention is 
given to scientific agriculture. 

The Georgia Normal and Industrial in- 
stitute was organized in 1898. Its prime 
mover and leading spirit was F. A, Curt- 
right. a graduate of the Atlanta univer- 
sity. Principal Curtright may truly be 
called the Booker Washington of Georgia. 
Amid the sneers and smiles of some of 
his own people and with little more-than 
the nominal encouragement of his white 
friends: with absolutely no capital ex- 
cept a well trained mind,.a knowledge of 
the needs of his people and a spirit of 
determination as great and as persistent 
as ever hero brought to his work: work- 
ing under as great discouragements as 
ever Booker Washington was called upon 
to face. he has but this excellent school 
and has compelled the recognition and 
the admiration of even those who laughed 
at his supposed folly. 

Starting in 1898 in 
three-room house, with only thirty-six 
students and two teachers, this gifted, 
heroic man has in a little over two years 
erected aA handsome two-story, seven- 
room building. increased the faculty to 
six and the attendance of pupils to one 
hundred and thirty-four.

What the South Can Do. 

The importance of southern manu- 
facturers of cotton goods going into all 
lines of manufacture instead of confin- 
ing their efforts to one line wherein 
they become competitors with one an- 
other has been many times emphasized 
by those most familiar with the field. 
The advice is wise, for it is certainly 
true that the mills here at the cotton 
fields should produce everything that 
is manufactured from the cotton, and 
can. The recent venture of the Lang- 
ley Manufacturing Company at West 
Point has demonstrated the possibili- 
ties in a line heretofore practically un- 
touched. This company, of which Cap- 
tain Edward Langley is general mana- 
ger, is manufacturing lap robes, fancy 
towels, portieres, crochet, Marseilles 
and the Mitchelline quilts, all of which 
are designed, woven and dyed at West 
Point. Samples of the work of this 
company which have reached Atlanta 
show that even in its infancy’ it has 
attained a high standard of success. 
There are other lines as yet practically 
untouched in which cotton manufac- 
turers can find opportunities for a re- 
munerative market. Despite the great 
growth of the industry in the past dec- 
ade, it is still comparatively in its 
infancy.

' The China-Japan Coalition. 

Developments in the last few days in 
the diplomatic tangle between Russia 
and China will probably give fresh im- 
petus to the somewhat “hysterical talk 
concerning the “yellow terror’—a sort 
of epidemic that has made the rounds 
of the European ag weil as the Ameri- 
can press. Many people believe that 
when the Chinese nation is dtoused to 
@ full realization of its overwhelming 
numerical superiority, the peace of the 
world will be menaced by the bloody 
ambitions of the celestials. There is a 
fair prospect now that Japan will 
Prove the spark that is to ignite this 
dangerous tinder. 

Whether or not we take stock in the 
possibility, the fact that it is such 
makes it worthy of more than passing 
consideration. There is China, an im- 
mense, undeveloped empire with a pop- 
ulation of something over four hundred 
millions. Within its vast confines are 
contained the resources required to 
support and advance a nation. This 
much we know. It would be much 
more difficult to state what we do not 
know. Intelligent emissaries from the 
world of affairs have never been able 
to penetrate the heart of the country, 
and what lies there we can only judge 
from shadowy native tales. ‘Touched 
by the hand of civilized man and ruled 
by a progressive, fearless government, 
the nation would require but a few 
years to make it, not one of the world 
powers, but the world power. 

Another factor to be reckoned with 
is the inherent patriotism of the peo- 
ple. Their religious creeds and their 
time-conquering patriarchal system 
have combined to. make them believe 
that the mother country is the only 
one on the globe; and no matter how 
mistaken may be their enthusiasm and 
crude their implements, it has been 
proven that they will fight to the last 
ditch in her defense. The Chinaman 
has been called apathetic. How any 
sane man can apply that term and bear 
in mind the developments of the last 
few months, is beyond comprehension. 
It must be remembered, moreover, that 
this opinion has been formed from 
hasty judgment of ambitious and 
crafty politicians, not from an observa- 
tion of the vast mass of inhabitants. 

Now comes Japan, thrilled by the 
quickening contact of civilization, and 
practically offers to unite with her 
hereditary foe in repelling the aggres- 
sions of Russia, a nation whom both 
countries have reason to fear. This 
spectacle in itself is a dramatic one. 
But it assumes a new importance when 
we consider the logical effect of a 
union between these two oriental na- 
tions. Japan, with the valuable\ im- 
pulse of western civilization, untainted 
as yet by the cloying influence of in- 
ternal strife, sends her vigorous life 
blood into the sluggish giant—China. 
The one nation furnishes the aggres- 
sive, guiding hand, the other the irre- 
sistible power. The product of the 
combination is an easy subject for logi- 
cal deduction. 

If the story is true and these two 
old-time foes do get together, well may 
the rest of the world tremble. The un- 
doing of Russia would be comparative 
child’s play to such a combination, and 
then—what next? The question is 
one which is likely already besetting 
the acute Buropean gentlemen that pull 
the international strings.

The class of visitors that 
conventions of various national orders 
bring to the city are the advertisers we 
most need: The visitors return home 
with glowing words for the city which 
has treated them with hospitality and 
which, to their practiced eye, holds at- 
traction for investment of outside cap- 
ital. 

But in order to secure these benefits 
the city must have a building capable 
of accommodating a large number of 
delegates. Efforts made heretofore to 
aecomplish the establishment of an 
auditorium commensurate with the 
needs of the city have met with indiffer- 
ent success, but we hope that the need 
will soon be remedied. The investment 
of home capital in such an enterprise 
would be sure of bountiful returns, 


even leaving out of consideration the 


manifest benefits which would accrue 
to the city at large. 


Georgia Fruit vs. Cotton. 

The fruitgrowers of Georgia have 
ample cause for rejoicing now that the 
critical period has passed and a full 
yield is practically assured. The time 
is opportune, moreover, for again call- 
ing attention to the possibilities that 
lie in the cultivation of fruit in this 
state and the advantage that this in- 
dustry offers over the exclusive produc- 
tion of cotton, which has so long 
proved the undoing of the Georgia 
farmer. 

The Georgia peach crop alone agegre- 
gated nearly three thousand carloads 
last season. Though the growers had 
many difficulties to meet and over- 
come, the prudent man was fairly suc- 
cessful and found that his labor was 
repaid in proportionately greater meas- 
ure than had he expended similar ef- 
forts in the production of cotton. 
Georgia fruit finds a ready and profit- | 
able sale in the northern markets, and 
those who devote themselves to intelli- 
gent cultivation produce sufficient to 
fatten their bank uecounts from 
abroad with enough left to supply the 
home demand. It is rare that the spec- 
ulator gets hold of the fruit crop, and 
the market is not subject to the fluc- 
tuations and uncertainties that beset 
the marketing of cotton. 

It is also beginning to be seen that 
the fruit industry is but in its infancy. 
There is hardly a section of the state 
that is not suited to the cultivation of 
peaches, pears, apples, plums and other 
fruits. Making a conservative begin- 
ning, the expense of establishing a fruit 
orchard is comparatively small, and its 
cultivation is much more simple when 
once fairly started, than that of cotton. 
Another feature which should prove 
one of the most alluring to the pros- 
pective grower is the practical cer- 
tainty of getting a good price for his 
product when it is ready for the market. 
No waiting on a propitious turn of 
prices or dependence on the caprices of 
city brokers. ‘There is a demand for 
the fruit and a reasonable compensa- 
tion for the labor and expense involved 
in its production the moment the car 


stands loaded on the track; and if the /) 


grower does not wish to dispose of his 
product piece-meal, he has the example 
of several producers of last year before 
him. They made no effort to dispose of 
their yield until the entire orchard 
was in a state of maturity. Then they 
went into the open market, let pros- 
pective buyers bid on the entire output 
and disposed of it for a lump sum, un- 
hampered by the risk of spoiling fruit 
or of the uncertainty that attends wait- 
ing gradua)] buyers in the open market. 

With the inducements thus plainly 
set before them, there should be little 
trouble in weaning the Georgia farmer 
from the exclusive production of cot- 
ton. If he cannot let go cotton alo- 
gether, he may at least plant a portion 
of his land in fruit and lessen ¢he risk 
of debt and failure which the small 
planter runs with each recurring year. 
in fact, if all present indications do not 
fail of fulfillment the fruit crop of the 
coming season will prove such a source 
of wealth to the grower that little ar- 
gument will be needed next year to de- 
velop Georgia’s full possibilities in this 
direction, . 

“A Sad Duty.” | 

One of the most impressive and pa- 
thetic scenes ever enacted in a local 
court was that which occurred during 
the recent disbarment of an Atlanta at- 
torney. As Judge Lumpkin said, in 
rendering his decision, he was perform- 
ing “‘a sad duty.”

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OLUMBUS, Ga., April €—(Special). 
On the morning of June &%, 1900, 
Paul Muski, a Hungarian, »embark- 


ed a house boat In the Chattahoochee 


river, twenty miles above Gainesville, 
Ga., expecting, by. his own admission, to 
reach the Gulf. of Mexico in fourteen 
days. He has been on the river over 
nine months, however, and is still 38 
miles from the gulf. although it will be 
smcoth. sailing from now on, a8 800n as 
his boat gets over the three big dams at 
Columbus. Just hew to get over these 


1 dams, which are the biggest he has en- 


countered yet, is the problem that is per- 
plexing the Hungarian. 

The queer looki:g craft. floated down 
the river a few days ago and was tied up 
a short distence above the dam of the 
Columbus power company, just north of 
the’ city. It is fastened’toO a tree in a 
qiiet littls cove a short distance from 
the North Highland casino, and ‘s safe 
frem the main current of the river, which 
during the past few days has n much 
swollen. The boat is 22 feet long, 5 feet 
ll inches wids. and has a draft of 18 
inches. The little ‘cabin, or. rather hold, 
has a heighth of about five and a ‘half 
feet, and a tall man would be cramped 
in it, although it is just right for the oc- 
cupant of the craft. The cabin is raised 
only a foot or two above the little deck. 

Musk!i, who is forty years old, although 
his long beard and general appeararice 
make him appear older, came from Htn- 
gary seventeen years ago, and’ embarked 
in business in New York state, running 
a barber shop in a town in that state. 
He says that a few years ago his health 
began to fail, and he became almost 
helpless. His «ntire left side was affect» 
ed by some disease, not paralysis. but 
some afflicition quite «cerious, and he de- 
terminéd to lead a free and open life, 
with plenty of outdoor exercise, hoping 
in this way to restore his shattered 
health. Just how he came to Georgia he 
does not say, but it seems that early last 
summer he milt a house boat and em- 
barked on the Chattahoechee river above 
Gainesvifile, with the idea of floating 
down to the gulf. 

‘“t could do no work,” he said, “and 
thought I could fish and make my way 
clcng until I reached the gulf, where fish- 
ing is plentiful.’’ 

Muski’s voyage down the Chattahoo- 
chee has been unique and interesting. He 
says that he made but few miles the first 
day, the river being too shallow and full 
of rocks, and it was with difficulty that 
he kept his boat from stranding. A few 
miiles above Gainesville he became 
grounded, hard and fast, and took the 
advice of acquaintances to wait until a 
rise in the river came along. He waited 
there three months, he said. He was 
finally enabled to continue his voyage 
and passed Gainesville, only to ground 
again above Brown's mill, some distance 
below the city. He says that the river 
was very wide at the place where he 
stuck, and he began to fear that ie 
would remain there indefinttely. There 
is a wide dam, and there was less than 
a foot of water over the dam, so all he 
could do was to sit and wait patiently 
for a “big” river. When it did come, it 
vas more than he bargained for, for there 


it held together in some way, being very 
stoutly constructed. 

Muski proceeded on down the river with 
various edventures, ‘requently ground- 
ing. He was tied up st cone point twenty- 
two days, within ten miles of Atlant. 
On several occasions K'nd-hearted farm- 
ers waded out into the water to help him 
cff rocks. One time his craft had a very 
narrow cscape from being left high and 
dry in a fleld, where he had been car- 
ried by high water. He says that the 
river was up frequently and often his 
craft was whirled over corn and cot- 
ten fields, which were several feet under 
water. He found it very perilous coming 
down the rapids, and almost impossible 
to steer his boat at times. Twice he was 
thrown out into the water, and came 
near being drowned. He stayed near 
West Point a week or two, but finally got 
over the dams and rapids there. Com- 
ing 6n down from West Point to Colum- 
bus he had some of his most exoctting 
experiences. The river is almost a s@ 
ries of shoals and falls from West Point 
bere, ama it was impossible to control the 
boat by coming over some of them. A 
mile or two above Columbus, in shoot- 
ing down one particularly long and dan- 
gS¢rous rock, bis boat was more severely 
sprained than it had been up to that 
time, and it will be necessary to repair 
it somewhat before proceeding to the 
gulf. 

From all accounts Muski had a rather 
precarious existence during the first half 
of his trip. His cooking apparatus con- 
sists of a small heater. swung up in his 
cabin by wires: At first he slept In the 
tottom of the boat, but it was tvo cold 
there, and he rigged himself up a small- 
s‘trveq berth, attached to the side of the 
boat. He frankly seys that he was not 
very successful in his fishing. Hie re- 
marked. that he traveled at first through 
poor country, and lived almost exclusive- 
lv on corn bread and fat meat, the pre- 
vailing fare there. He left the boat only 
once during his trip, and that was te 
take. dinner at a farmhouse.

when I started and row. For six years 
I followed my own mule with a plow, 
and now the direction of 80 mules and 
plows is ope of my side issues.” 

“How do you divide up your work?’ 

“I think most men begin wrong about 
this. I have all my land under wire 
fence, because [ think the first thing any 
man should do is to mark off his own so 
thaf he will know it. I plant only 100 
acres in cotton, but these 100 acres are 
worked up sg as to he worth any other 
man’s 500: I run ten plows myself, be- 
sides twenty plows by éontract.

You must feed 
home-raised corn to the driver as well as 
to the mule, and haye enough of it for his 
Whole family. The people eat corn- 
meal, potatoes, bacon. and _ sirup, 
and when I raise all these 
things myself, I not obly get the 
returns of the labor for ws 6 I have 
paid, but the laborer spends his wages 
back with-me and I get it all” 

“Do you begin to see the secret?” whis- 
perédd Mr. McIntosh to me. 

“Yes, but do let the man go on with 
his story.”’ , 

‘When a man hires or has control over 
& large number of men,’”’ resumed Mr. 
Nelms. “he has the chance to be their 
provider as well ag their employer. The 
contract hands want side-meat. I have 
it in my meathouse. They want meal. 
I have a house full of it. They want 
sirup. Why go to town for it when I 
can pull the bung and give them all they 
want? The money brought in by the 
farm goes into a hyndred hands, but as 
they all want to buy what I have stored 
up, I have every cent of it by January. 
And a nigger is the curiousest kind of 
thing you ever saw,” said Mr. Nelms, re- 
fiectively. “If he thinks you are trying 
to get the best of him, you can do nothing 
in the world with him, but if you treat 
him right he will follow you to the end. I 
sell to these people for the same prices 
they would have to pay in town, and 
they know it. I give them overflowing 
mcasure in welghts. The consequence is 
that they would not let me'stop the bus- 
iness if I wanted to. I am feeding them 
at home as well as myself. As I sald be- 
fore, the corn and the meat and the pota- 
toes and the hay and the grass are all 
rolled up into one great appetizer, and 
finds ‘ts way out in cotton in cool, 
clean profit.’’

“I have a smokehouse,” went on Mr. 
Nelms, “eighty feet long and twenty feet 
wide, and you can hardly walk through it 
for hams. Let me see what, I have sold 
this year,’’ counting on his finger tips. 

“Four thousand pounds of meat, for 
which I got 10 cents a pound. 

“Five hundred pounds of lard at 8 
cents. 

“Two hundred and fifty dollars worth of 
oats. 

“Ten hamiele of sirup, forty gallons to 
the barrel, at 40 cents a galion. Add up 
these figures, Henry. 

“Three hundred 
chickens and eggs.”’

$700 that way last year.” 

“He hasn’t got through yet,’’ suggested

“T have a large herd of cattle and right 
smart of hogs. I keep hogs a-fattening 
all the year round. You see people want 
fresh meat through the summer and pay 


two or three cents more a pound for it.. 


I sell off the old cattle enough each year 
to equal the young calves, so that I keep 
up my stock by natural increase. I never 
have to buy either hogs or cattle. There's 
a ‘power of money in eggs,” said he, 100k- 
ing down at the box under the seat, 
‘You can always gather up a few dozen 


any time you want to ride into town, and 


the money fills in a little chink in your 
account.’’ 

But even the wonderful story of Mr. 
Nelms was not permitted to stand alone. 
There was Morris Wessalowski, a town 
farmer, ready to show up all the results 
with Mr. Nelms, the country farmer. 

“T have made a success in raising broom 
corn hereabout,”’ said he, “‘Broom corn 
yields 600 pounds to the acre at six cents 
a pound, so that it fairly challenges cot- 
ton in its own field. This will bring $120 
for the ton, which can be produced on 
three acres. I will have forty acres in 
broom corn this year. The point which 
pleases me most is that my experiment 
has 1é¢d to its imitation by the real farm- 
ers, who will thus find a crop leading 
them into diversification. It is very hard, 
however, to change people from their hab- 
its. The other day a Man came in and 
got $8 for his broom corn, more than he 
could have got for cotton raised from 
the same amount of land, and he declared 
that it was too hard to raise. His objec- 
tion was that the negroes preferred to 
pick cotton with bended back to cutting 
the broom corn standing erect. Of 
course it was only the assertion of habit, 
which makes slaves of so many men. 

“There ig ancther industry taking on 
large proportions in this county,” went on 
Mr. Wessalowski. ‘‘That of cantaloupes. 
Land planted in watermelons has to be 
rotated to other uses, and cantaloupes 
naturally follow. The watermelon acre- 
age is transferred to adjoin.ag fields, 
while the cantaloupe industry is added as 
a new one to be permanently relied upon 
hereafter. .-e will have 700 acres placed 
in cantaloupes this season and others are 
entering into the same field.’ 

Near by Albany Mr. Wessalowski has a 
truck patch of twelve acres, from which 
$55 worth of vegetables are sold weekly 
during the winter season, and a .much 
larger sum during the summer season. 
In a previous correspondence I have ex- 
plained thoroughly the peculiar situation 
of this section. It was devoted to the 
single crop of cotton, and the planters 
carried on food contracts with the west. 
It was the universal fate that no man 
held acquaintance with the hog whose 
ham was so delicious to his taste. It was 
more cotton, more meat accounts, greater 
burdens, of debt, until the bank- 
ruptcy was as appalling as. it was gen- 
eral. About this time many of the larger 
farms were foreclosed, and fell into the 
hands of local merchants. Since the 
change had to come it was fortunate that 
it ealied into play the energies of men 
who understood the principle of debit and 
credit. One such gentleman, Mr. Muse, 
forced to take a farm in this way, open- 
ed an account against it in his bank, with 
the result that he soon made the farm

dorser—it is what bankers call a good 
single name risk. The story of Mr. 
Muse’s venture is equally true of many 
others, and it assisted in giving farming 
a financia] backing which it had not en- 
joyed before. Then came a most impor-

Today Albany is the center of a popula- 
tion of farmers who have money to lend, 
who are welcomed into the banks, and 
who are placing their money in public en. 
terprises. Whenever Albany gets up a 
public display among the most liberal con- 
tributers are men between the plowhan- 
dies. These farmers are independent and 
master.**' men. Even now they are anx- 
ious to contribute to the erection of a 
packing house for their surplus cattle and 
hogs, 

‘Let The Constitution announce, on my 
authority,’’ says Mr. McIntosh, ‘that the 
money stands ready for the erection of a 
packing house as soon as we can find a 
responsible man acquainted with the bus- 
iness ready to join us as manager. There 
will be no need of drumming for subscrip- 
tions, for I know what I am talking 
about when I say that it is ready, and we 
only await t.-e right man.”’ 

This is the confident spirit in which

& The possibilities of an earnest work- 
er securing success cannot be better 
illustrated than in the career of; Eastin

breeding plant to Millionaire J. B. Hag- 
gin for what would be a fortune to most 
men, aftér having themselves made thous- 
ands of dollars on the turf. Twenty years 
ago Gus Eastin was clerking in a grocery 
store in this city. His entire possessions 
in horseflesh consisted of a trotting bred 
colt that showed some promise. Eastin 
did not come of a family that was in any 
way interested in race horses. His fam- 
ily was of a religious bent and their ideas 
ran to business pursuits. ta 

Eastin, however, was lucky. with his 
trotting colt and sold. him for something 
like $4,000 in the early boom days of.the 
light harness horse. His quick success 
with his first investment in horseflesh 
gave him a taste for the business and 
when Mr. Larabie requested him to look 
after the mare Christine, which he had 
sent from Montana to Kentucky to be 
bred, he accepted the stewardship. The 
mare was about to foal and Mr. Larabie 
wrote him to look the colt over and if 
he liked him, the twain would share the 
expenses and he would present him with 
@ half interest in the youngster. “If you 
do not think well of him, all right,”’ wrote 
Mr. Larabie, “I will send you a new jack- 
knife instead.” 

Mr. Bastin accepted the half interest 
and the youngster, whose value was 
placed at so small a consideration as a 
jack-knife, turned out. to be that grand 
race horse, Montana Regent. He won over 
$14,000 in stakes and purses for his lucky 
owners and was sold as a four year old 
for $10,000. From that day Eastin & Lar- 
abie were full fledged partriers. Larabie 
furnished the madres while Eastin looked 
after the selection of the stallion to which 
they should be mated and the raising and 
fraining of the produce, a half interest 
in which he received for his work. Af- 
ter Montana Regent Eastin bred Chris- 
tine. to Longfellow, the produce being 
Julia L, a mare which won $6,080 for the 
firm. Her usefulness did not stop here 
and as a brood mare when bred to Han- 
over she dropped Halma, the great $25,000 
horse at the first asking. Julia L also 
foaled during the ownership of the firm 
MacLeod of Dare, a good stake winner, 
especially asa two-year-old. 

Upon ascertaining that in Montana Re- 
gent they had a gem of the first water, 
Mr. Larabie in an out of the way place 
in Montana discovered the War Dance 

mare Gypsy, Christine’s first foal. He 
‘boustit ‘her for the insignificant _ he 


another good horse for them in High Tar- 
iff. He was a fine stake winner, but un- 
fortunately fell dead in the American 
derby when Strathmeath won the race 
and the firm ran second with Poet Scout. 

From the number of mares they bred, 
Eastin & Lafabie hold all records for 
sending out high-class horses. The firm 
at no time controlled as many as halt 
a dozen mares, yet every year for some 
time past they have come forth from win- 
ter quarters with a high-class per- 
former and more than once have owned 
the best horse of the season.

Islington he con- 
cluded to sell her. She was put in a pub- 
lic sale and knocked down to Milton 
Young, of McGrathiana, for $2,000. 

Eastin went east with the firm’s stable 
and when he returned drove out to look 
at Mary Black’s brother, who was still 
at Elmendorf stud where he was foaled. 
He found Veterinarian Hagyard working 
on the colt. The youngster had run into 
a barbed wire fence and torn the muscles 
of his front legs and was then hardly able 
to stand. The noted turfman was hot 
under the collar when he saw the con- 
dition of the colt and said to Hagyard: 
“Why didn’t you kill that fellow instead 
of running doctors’ bills on us?” The 
veterinary told him he was fully aware 
of the serious injury to the colt, but add- 
ed: “Mr. EKastin, you know I had no au- 
thority to kill him.”

Inequalities of Assessment. 

On the general subject of taxation the 
guvernor refers to the inequalities in the 
assessmnents in the different counties and 
to the difficulty of redeeming lands sold 
for taxes, and recommends that an en- 
titely new tax law be enacted, suggest- 
ing changes that he thinks will meet the 
objectiofis to the present law. - 

The governor charges the United States 
marine hospital service with undertak- 
ing to usurp the powers of the state 
poard of health. All the important quar- 
antine stations of the state are located 
on property of the federal government, 
and the state board of health has been 
notified to vacate Mullet Key. Under the 
circumstances the president of the state 
board of health recommends that the, 
Mullet Key station be sold to the general 
government. From this the governor dis- 
sents and recommends instead the pur- 
chase or construction of a suitable barge 
on which the state’s plant may be opert- 
ated. 

Attention is called to the inadequacy 
of the state capitol building at Taflahas- 
see to meet the requirements of the state 
as to room for officials, and the erection 
of a larger building is recommended. 

Liberal appropriations for educa- 
tion are recommended, as well as an in- 
crease in the appropriation for the state 
auditor. The governor also recommends 
an appropriation for enlarging the hos- 
pital for the insane at Chattahoochée. 

The governor submits facts throwing 
light on the state convict system, and 
asks careful legislative consideration of 
this question. 

The message is carefully considered and 
conservative, and it is expected that in 
large measure it will be a guide for leg- 
isiation enacted at this session. 

The present legislature is a truly repre- 
sentative body in both of its branches, 
There are farmers in plenty, several doc- 
tors, numerous well known business mers 
and a very able group of lawyers. In the 
senate President Thomas Palmer, of 
Tampa, and Messrs, Fred T. -Myers, of 
Tallahassee; C: C. Wilson, of Bartow; 
Hunt Harris, of Key West; W. A. Mac- 
Williams, of St. Augustine, and C, Fab- 
ian Law. of Green Cove Springs, are lead- 
ers of the bar at their respective homes. 
In the lower house are such prominent 
attorneys as former Chief Justice George 
P. Raney, of Tallahassee; former Con- 
gressman R, H. M. Davidson, of Quincy; 
former United States District Attorney J. 
Emmet Wolfe. of Pensacola: Hon. W. K. 
Zewadski, of Ocala: Hon. W. L. Palmer, 
of Orlando; Hon. E. M. Hopkins, of Tal- 
lahassee; Hon. T, L, Clarke, of Monti- 
cello, and Judge Daniel Campbell, of De- 
Funiak Sorings. 

The various lines of commercial inter- 
ests in the state have a particularly 
strong representation in this legislature.

J. C. L’Engle‘and Colonel N. B. Broward, 
of Jacksonville: Judge J. F. C. Griggs, of 
Apalachicola, and Captain F. A. Hendry, 
of Lee county. are a tower of influcnce 
and conservatism in protecting the busi- 
ness interests of Florida. No list of the 
leading members of the legislature would 
be complete without includi General 
William Miller, of Point. Washington, a 
noted confederate brigadier,.now an oc- 
tozgenarian, but still an eloquent orator 
and a wonderful leader of men, who is 
in the senate; also Dr. Joseph Y, Porter, 
of Key West, state health officer of Flor- 
ida for twelve years past, whose briiliant 
success in keeping yellow fever out of 
Florida during his incumbency in the 
health department has given him an in- 
ternational reputation. Dr. Porter is a 
member of the house.

WILL BE AN EXCITING FIGHT 


Lea for the Southern District Will 
Have Opposition. 


CONTEST FOR THE POSTMASTERSHIP 


Governor Longino Refuses To Par- 
don Men Condemned To Be 
Haaged for Murder. 


Jackson, Miss., April 6.—(Special.)—In 
local republican circles it is stated that 
Hon. J. P. Walworth, of Natchez, has 
decided to try conclusions with Hon. M. 
A. Montgomery for the federal district 
attorneyship for the northern district of 
Mississippi. 

If this stor~ is founded on fact it will 
be a battle royal between the two men, 
Walworth, according to the opinion of 
many prominent party members, will 
have the support of Judge Turley, the 
national committeeman, and in all prob- 
ability the support of Hon. F. W. Col- 
lins, chairman of the state central com- 
mittee. Montgomery, on the othg@r hand, 
has been hitherto regarded as sognething 
of a party leader himself, although he 
has not quite come up to expectations 
in this connection, it having been the 
opinion a year or so that he would as- 
sume a dominant position and control a 
good share of the patronage distribution. 
Under the new regime of having referees, 
however, he has lost considerable of his 
prominence, which his conferees say is 
due in some measure to the retirement 
of Senator Sullivan with whom he worked 
hand in hand while the latter was in 
Washington. 

Walworth was formerly the collector of 
customs for this district, obtaining the 
place in spite of the opposition of the reg- 
ular opposition. 

It is now a settled fact that Hon. A. M. 
Lea, district attorney for the southern 
district, will have no opposition, thus as- 
suring his reappointment. 

The fight for the postmastership at 
Jackson and Vicksburg continues to at- 
tract considerable attention. In this city 
it is conceded that tne contest will be be- 
tween Captain Kernaghan, the present in- 
cumbent, and Mr. R. O. Edwards. In 
Vicksburg Mr. Henry Mayer, the present 
incumbent, is opposed by Hon. Thomas 
Easterling, and it is said that the can- 
didacy of the latter has assumed propor- 
tions of tne most formidable sort. 

While to all outword appearances the 
old factional lines have disappeared 
among the Mississippi republicans, the 
charge is constantly being brought up 
that this man or that man belonged to 
a certain faction in the past, and these 
bickerings will doubtless have some influ- 
ence in the disposal of patronage. 

John R. Lynch, the erstwhile republican 
leader of Mississippi, is now regarded as 
outside of the “sphere of influence,” since 
his appointment by the president as cap- 
tain and assistant paymaster in the regu- 
lar army. His new position fixes him for 
life and it is anticipated that he will pay 
little or no attention to home politics. 
Lynch held the rank of major and pay- 
master in the volunteer army and for 
some time has been’ stationed in Havana. 
\,..n the exception of a few chaplains in 
negro regiments Lynch is the only negro 
who has ever been honored with a posi- 
tion of this kind. 


Governor Longino has refused to inter- 
fere in the case of Will Lanier, who is 
to be hanged at Aberdeen on the 18th of 
April. Mrs. Lanier, the mother of the 
condemned man, made a tearful appeal 
to the governor yesterday to pardon the 
prisoner, but the governor could find no 
mitigating circumstances in the record 
and will allow the law to take its course. 
Mrs. Lanier has succeeded in arousing 
considerable sympathy on account of her 
pitiful condition, her husband and other 
two sons now being in the penitentiary. 
She is without any means of support. 

The governor has also refused to grant 
to Hetty Record, the youngest prisoner 
who was ever brought to the peniten- 
tiary. Hetty was sent up from Tunica 
county five years ago for murdering her 
baby brother. She was then less than 
nine years of age. The baby was fretful 
and when Hetty~grew tired of his non- 
sense she picked up an axe and chopped 
his head open. 


The Mississippi capitol’ commission has 
refused to place the date for the state 
house corner stone ceremony on June 3¢, 
the birthday of Jefferson .Davis, as re- 
quested by the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. Commissioner Rush offered a 
resolution naming this date at the 
meeting yesterday and providing for the 
selection of a committee to have in charge 
the arrangements, but it was promptly 
voted down. Messrs. Stovall, McClurg 
and Thompson voted in the negative. 
Governor Longino declined to vote on ac- 
count of the delicate suggestion made 
some time ago that the ceremony be on 
the 16th of next January, which is the 
second anniversary of his inauguration as 
governor. 

The matter is now left in a very indefi- 
nite shape. The commissioners declare 
that the ceremony shall not take place 
until the building is well above ground, 
and it may not take place until twelve 
or fifteen months hence. 


Governor Longino and Mayor Heming- 
way will join in an invitation to Presi- 
dent McKinley to visit Jackson during 
his southern tour in case his itinerary 
should bring him this way. An investi- 
gation discloses the very unique fact iat 
Jackson has never enjoyed a v.... from a 
real live president of this great republic, 
the nearest approach to it being the visit 
of General Andrew Jackson a short time 
before his election to the presidency, and 
he was accorded on that day what was 
considered a very grand reception. It is 
thought to be probable that if the itin- 
erary of the president carries him from 
Memphis to New Orleans over the :ili- 
nois Central that he may accept the invi- 
tation to stop over here a few hours for a 
drive over the city and inspection of the 
state institutions,

WILL MEET THERE IN ‘MAY 


School Exhibit Will Be Presented 
| There at the Same Time. 


NORMAL. SCHOOL IN SESSION, TOO 


Out the Programme To Bé Pre- 
sented at Convention. 


The executive committee of the county 
school commissioners of Georgia held a 
meeting yesterday in the office of State 
School Commissioner G. R. Glenn, to ar- 
range a programme for the coming con- 
vention of schoo] commissioners to be 
hela in Athens next month. 

The vote for the place of holding the 
convention was found to be unanimveus 
in favor of Athens. There were three or 
four votes against it, but as it finally 
turned out all these changed their votes 
and all wanted to go to Athens. The 
convention last year wes held in Barnes- 
ville. The committee selected May 7th, 
Sth and $th as the dates on which the 
convention shall be held. 

An interesting programme for discus- 
sion was mapped out. The subjects to be 
discussed will be as follows: Place of 
the Bible in the Pubile Schools; Qualifi- 
cations of Members of Boards of Educa- 
tion; Annual Institutes by County Te ich- 
ers, Can They Be Made Profitable with 
the Present Appropriation? Local Taxa- 
tion for School Purposes; Centralizing the 
Schools, which involves the hauling of 
children to school; Proper Furniture and 
Equipment for a Model School House; 
Best Method of Securing Good Text 
Bocks; Has the Time Come for the En- 
actment of a Compulsory Attendance 
Law? The Importance of Having Etti- 
¢clent Sueprintendents in the Schools. 

The foregoing topics were selected by 
the committee out of the many that 
Were submitted to the county school com- 
missioners, and these may be supple- 
mented during the meeting if there is 
time for it. These matters will be discuss- 
ed at the day meetings and at the night 
sessions there will be addresses by prom- 
irent educators. One of the night meet- 
ings will. be devoted to the Women’s 
Club, for which a programme will be 
specially arranged. Other features will 
be prepared before the time for holding 
the eonventicn. 

The special reason for holding the con- 
vention of commissioners in Athens this 
year is that there will be a large school 
exhibit there at the same time. It will 
be devoted to industrial. work in schodls, 
and will show what is being done all the 
way from California to New York. In 
addition to that the State Normal school 
will be in session at that time, and the 
county school commissioners are anxious 
to know something of the work that is 
being done there. In addition to these 
fects Athens.is a natural educational 
center, and the holding of the conven- 
tion there will be of advantage on this 
account.

According to a communication in a re- 
cent number of The Revue of Hygiene et 
de Police Sanitaire, by Tostividi Rem- 
linger, only thirty-four of the entire num- 
ber of 2,744 deaths among the Jews of 
Tunis in the five years from 1894-1899 were 
due to tuwberculosis—1.24 per cent. It is 
further estimated that the average an- 
nual mortality from tuberculosis among 
the Mussulman Arabs between the years 
1894 and 1899 was 11.30 per 1,000, among 
the Europeans 5.13 per 19,00, and among

the Jews 9.75 per 1,000. The lower mor- 
tality from tuberculosis among Jews is 
not attributed to ethnic differences, nor 
to peculiarities in food, dress and the like, 
but rather to their abhorrence cf the dust- 
ing brush, damp cloths being preferred 
for wiping soiled surfaces, and to their 
frugality in the use of furniture. 


An attempt is being made to erect a 
monument at New York to perpetuate the 
memory of the Hebrew veterans who fell 
in’ the revolutionary, Mexican, civil and 
Spanish-American wars. ‘The claim is 
made that the first standand towered in 
the Philippines was captured by Sergeant 
Morris J. Cohen; that Jacob Wi:busky, 
who was killed in the first skirmish of 
the Rough Riders, was of the same faith; 
that Ernest Suntznic, another Jew, was 
the first American sailor killed in the war 
with Spain. The first American sa'lor— 
Sergeant Morris Justh—to fall in the at- 
tack on Manila, was of the Jewish faith. 
Many other illustrious men of that faith 
are pointed out who fought in other wars 
and died that the republic might endure.

Miss Dunne Discusses Her 
Mission Work Among Women 


1sS Mary Dunne, of Chicago, 
M who is visiting Atlanta to inves- 

tigate the feasibility of organiz- 
ing here a branch of:the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, of which she is a 
traveling secretary, is a woman of pleas- 
ing personality, who describes in an en- 
tertaining manner the work she is ad- 


vancing. 

‘It is because we know the interest 
Atlanta women are acccustomed to ex- 
tend to every philanthropic enterprise 
which is suggested as worthy their in- 
terest, and their willing assistance 
wherever it is needed to further any char- 
itable or progressive movement among 
women and for women, that the National 
Association has thought it possible to 
establish their work in Atlanta with 
prospects of success,’’ Miss Dunne said 
in an interview yesterday. ‘‘According 
to correspondence. during the past two 
vears with prominent Atlanta women 
who are familiar with the conditions 
that would favor or ~ork against the 
success of such an institution, we be- 
lieve that the time has come when con- 
ditions are altogether favorable for a 
beginning of the work, but before at- 
tempting to organize, the sentiment of 
the city as regards the movement will 
be thoroughly investigated, and unless 
it is found that the people wish such an 
institution and will give it their favor, 
the attempt to organize will not be made. 

“A number of parlor conferences will 
be held at the homes of prominent wo- 
men, and all those who are interested in 
philanthropic work will be invited, when 
the purpose of the organization and its 
accomplishment elsewhere will be ex- 
plained. The. prospects for the success 
of such an institution in Atlanta—whether 
it is needed and whether it would be 
given adequate support—will be discuss- 
ed, and later, if investigations are sat- 
isfactory, a general meeting will be held 
and the organization formed. We do not 
propose, you understand, to force this in- 
stitution upon Atlanta, and .we believe 
that it would be much better to postpone 
organization gather than form one which 
would be weak and uninterestingg How- 
ever, from what I have heard and ob- 
served of Atlanta, I think the idea of an 
association will be well received. 

“The Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation is for young women what the 
Young Men’s Christian Association is for 
young men. There are four departments 
included: in it—the spiritual, the educa- 
tional, the physical and the social-~and 
participation in any one section of the 
organization is purely voluntary. The 
spiritual part of the work ‘will consist 
of Bible and prayer meetings, etc.; the 
educational section will include classes 
in all practical branches of study; the 
physical will afford a gymnasium and 
possibly a tennis court, etc.; and the so- 
cial side will be found in occcasional 
musicals, teas, etc., and intercourse in 
luncheon and rest rooms. ° 

‘The educational and physical features 
especially should carry a general appeal, 
for they will be complete and up-to-date, 
the educational, for instance,’ including 
the classes of all kinds of instruction as 
to home keeping in all its requirements, 
and lessons in every business pursuit. 
There will be a bureau of information 
as well and employment assistanee, and 
lunchecns at moderate cost.

Prevention of Hailstorms by Cannon 
So much interest and curiosity has 
been excited by the frequent newspaper 
allusions about the protection of crops 
from destruction by hailstorms—especial- 
ly in France-—that I fancy my readers 


would appreciate a more comprehensive 


description of the process. 

Fortunately the United States consul, 
John C. Covert, of Lyons, has given such 
illustrated description of the latest and 
most apvroved apparatus and its opera- 
tion that _I reproduce it. 

‘Consul Covért writes: 

The French delegates to the congress 
held’ in the latter part of November in 
Padua, Italy,’ to consider the question of 
firing cannon at clouds to prevent hail 
have returned to this city and will 
make their report to the French Society 
of Viticulture this week. Their secretary, 
Mr. Jean Raulin, has placed the advance 
sheets in my hands. 

The reports presented to the congress 
by wind growers were'all in favor of the 
efficacy of the use of cannon. Insurance 
men whose busingss is to insure crops 
against damages from hail attended the 
congress with the intentiofi of proving 
that cannon firing was useless. Their 
propositions were overwhelmingly voted 
down. By an almost unanimous vote, it 
was resolved that the firing of cannon 
stopped the movement of the hurricane; 
that the lightning and thunder ceased; 
that rain or melted snow immediately 
began to fall; and that the clouds soon 
passed away 

Mr. Durand, the director of the lafge 
agricultural college near Lyons, told me 
that the experience in the use of cannon 
in Italy left no possible doubt of their 
absolute efficacy. He says the vineyards 
on the line of tho hail coveréd by the 
_@ennon were protected; those outside the 
Spaces covered by cannon but very near 
them were destroyed by the hail. 

A number of cannon were presented to 
the congfess for examination. The report 
Says: “The most remarkable one, and 

which séems likely to revolutionize ag- 
ficultural artillery, is the powderless can- 
* non of Magzgicra & Blanchi.”

cult problem. 

“The cannon (a drawirn~ of which is 
here given) which permits the use of this 
explosive consists of a cylindrical cham- 
ber of homogeneous iron (A) provided 
with a special tube (B), through which 
passes the mixture and an electric light- 
er (C). This is the chamber where the 
explosion occurs. 

“This cylinder is surmounted by a 
dome (D), formed by a hollow hypeér- 
boloide, placed in such a way as to direct 
the lines of force straight towards the 
clouds, but without permitting them to 
cross each other: on the contrary, 
slightly enlarging them. 

“The tube (B) for the introduction of 
the mixture is directly attached to an 
acétylene gasomet«g (E), which is fed, 
as needed, by an acetylene generator 
(F) and furnishes the mixture to the 
cannon. . 

“A rochet, for lighting, and an elec- 
tric escape valve, coghplete the apparatus. 

“As will be seen from its simplicity, 
the apparatus may be placed anywhere 
and left for years without fear of acci- 
dent either from the cannon or the ex- 
plosive material, which is in the genera- 
tor in the condition of a mineral abso- 
i lutely ‘inert ahd consequently harmless. 

“Suppose we had fifty cannon station- 
ed upon a given space and connected by 
an electric wire so as to form one or a 
number of batteries terminating at one 
| station. 

“By simultaneously closing the circuit 
between a little battery of piles and the 
electric escape pipe or safety valve of 
each cannon, through the action of a sin- 
gle operator, every cannon is charged au- 
tomatically in a few seconds. By break- 
ing the circuit all. the canndns or a bat- 
tery of cannons, according’ as they are 
stationed, are discharged at once. This 
done, and it only requires. about ten sec- 
onds, the circuit between the pile and the 
escape pipe is reclosed and the firing goes 
on again. 

“The generator, which we have made ex- 
pressiy for this work,‘ permits the can- 
non to fife over 1,000 times consecutively 
without being touched. so that each can- 
non may be considered in a state of read- 
iness for six months’ use or longer. 

When the charges are used, a supply 
of carbure of calcium necessary for six 
months (about sixty-five pounds) is placed 
in the generator, and the cannon recom- 
mences its work against the hail.” 

Consul Covert concludes by remarking: 

The inventors of the gun refuse to sell 
it. but next year they will undertake to 
insure grapes growers against all dam- 
ages from hail for a comparatively smal]

How To Circumvent Italian Railway 
Thieving. 

A frequent grievance with English trav- 
elers on Italian railways is the notorious 
rifling of their baggage in transit The 
following effective, but delightfully sim- 
ple safeguard is well worth the attention 
of the traveler. It is notorious that locks 
are insufficient protection, and, paradoxi- 
cal as it sounds, to refrain from locking 


the trunk or portmanteau is the most ef- 


fective method of circumventing the rail- 
wav thief. This necessitates the cord- 
ing and sealing (piombare) of the port- 
manteau by the bacchini when register- 
ing it. This is willingly done, too, be- 
cause of the tip invariably given by the 
passenger. in addition to the official 
charge (50 cents). As seasoned travelers 
in Italy well know, such luggaze is re- 
garded as sacred by the luggage officials, 
and is never tampered with. .Consequcnt- 
ly. all a passenger needs to do when book- 
ing his luggage is to let it be supposed 
that the key is lost.

“The eyes may be greatly benefited by 
practicing the neck movements, also by 
a circular movement of the tips of. the 
fingers while pressing the temples.”

287. THOMPSON-CLARK-—I am a charter 
member of the ‘‘Mobile Chapter,"’ D, A. R., re- 
cently formed in this city, having entered on 
the services of my ‘great-grandfather, Gen. 
ElijaliiClarke, of Ga. My grandfather, Jesse 
Thompson, married Nancy Clarke, the datgh- 
ter of Elijah Clarke, of Wilkes Co,, Ga,, and 
my own father, John Clarke Thompson, was 
named for his uncle, John Clarke, twice gov- 
ernor of the state. In Rev, G. G. Smith's 
book, “‘Story of Ga, and the Ga. People,’’ he 
has the names of Jesse Thompson as receiving 
headrights in ‘Wilkes, Washington and Greene 
counties, Ga., and aleo has his name on the 
list of the soldiers of the line. I wrote to the 
Reg. Gen. in Washington acking if Mr. Smith's 
book would be acéepted as authentic by the 
Nat. Board, but she seemed doubtful, as she 
says: ‘“‘Town and local histories get the zol- 
diers,of the Revolution and three of 18/2 o/ten 
confused. I see in the preface to the book 
that Mr. Smith says that the ‘Atlanta Chap- 
ters’ went to the expense of getting this tist 
Yor him and I should think that any work done 
by them would be authentic:

My grandfather, 
Jesse, evidently served the cause of 
independence, He and his brother Robert and 
sister Eleanor went to Ga. Bileanor married 
‘Bamuel Watkins, Robert and Eleanor moved 
to Ala,, but Jesse married in Wilkes Co., lived 
and died near Augusta, Ga. His brother Rob- 
ert was-born in Amelia Co.; 1757. His sister 
Eleanor was born in 1768, These dates I have 
from Mrs. Stubbs, dnd I have known intimate- 
ly many of the descendants of my grand- 
uncle, Robert, but the death of both my pa- 
rents when I was a child prevented my learn- 
ing the date of my grandfather’s birth and 
death; further than he died before his wife, 
leaving his children quite young. My father 
moved early in life to Huntsville to be with 
his uncle Robert and from there to DeSoto 
Co., Miss. He was Probate Judge of Madison 
Co., Ala., and at the time of his death was 
Maj. of 44th Miss. Reg., originally known as 
Blythe's Battalion. My father’s contemporaries 
have passed away, only two old ladies who 
knew him well remain, but their memories 
fail them as to dates.

-485. ‘MARTIN=-My Dear Mrs.: Peel: En- 
Closed please find $f‘ for a year’s subscription 
to the American Magazine, of which you 
speak in your columns, published in The Sun- 
day Constitution of March the 17th. I find in 
the same issue of that paper a list of the 
members of Capt. Lamar’s company, who en- 
listed in the Revolutionary war in 1775, among 
whom are James, John and George Martin. 
These brothers, with four others, were the 
seven sons to whom Elizabeth Marshall Mar- 
tin so proudly referred when quostioned by a 
Tory officer as to how many ions she had 
in the war. ‘‘Seven of them are engaged in the 
service of their country.’’ ‘‘Really, madam,”’ 
observed the officer, sneerirfgly, ‘‘you have 
enough of them.’’ ‘‘No, sir,’’ said the matron, 
proudly, ‘‘I wish I had fifty.’’ James rose to 
the rank of colonel, John became a general, 
William was captain of an artillery company, 
the only one in General Clark’s command 
at the memorable siege of Augusta when he— 
Captain Martin, lost his life. It is of him the 
Tory speaks (probably the same one above: 
referred to) when he rode so far out of his 
way ‘‘to gratify his hatred to the Whigs by 
carrying the fatal news to the other of his 
gallant young son,’’ saying, ‘‘that he had 
seen his brains blown out on the field of bat- 
e.”’ (See Mrs. Ellet’s Women of the Revo- 
lutiorty. After the first shock the dreadful in- 
telligence occasion’ ite” Ser of a hun- 
dred soldiers’’—wife-of a gallant Ulgrg: pet 
mother of seven brave, distinguist:@ sold 
calmly answered, ‘“‘he could not have died in a 
nobler cause.’’

Marshall was the youngest of these sons. He 
was my great-grandfather and J enclose you @ 
copy of a record made in the old family Bible 
in 1784 which fully establishes his gallantry 
on the field of battle. All.of these sons distin- 
guished themselves in the Revolutionary war, 
But how could they do otherwise with such a 
patriotic mother who dedicated them to the 
service of their country with this inspiring 
injunction, ‘‘Go, boys, fight for your country, 
fight till death, if you must, but never let your 
country be dishonored. Were I a man I would 
go with you.’’ 

The wife of Colonel James Martin, with 
several small children, the youngest being only 
a few weeks old, were put in a wagon and 
made to leave Augusta, simply because she 
was the wife of an American. officer. She 
took refuge with her husband’s mother at 
Ninety-six. Very truly yours, (A, R. M.) 

‘‘At the siege of Augusta, when Capt. was 
shot down, but not yet dead, he, Marshall 
Martin, then a Heutenant, defended the dying 
soldier from a bruta] assault by a party of 
Tories who tried to shoot. and cut him, lying 
on the ground. Marshall pulled off his hat and 
covered the head of his fallen Capt., and 
standing bare-headed fought for his and his 
captain’s life until sudden relief came with 
the appearance of Gen. Elijah Clark with as- 
sistance. It was found that Martin was wound- 
ed in the shoulder and the second finger on 
the left hand had been shot off. The captain 
died and Gen. Clark appointed Marshall in 
command of his’ company.’’ 

Dated May 9th, 1784. 

Under date of October 3rd, 1817, appears: 

‘‘Marshall Martin was captured by the Brit- 
ish and imprisoned in Fort Galphin, but het 
escaped through the aid of Fleet Foot, an In- 
dian boy Marshall had saved from death sev- 
eral. times. 

‘‘When the last gun was fired over Marshall's 
grave by his own company, Fieet Foot drew 
his bow and shot an arrow across his grave 
that held an eagle feather. 

“Fleet Foot came home with me and staid 
with us four days, but would not eat—that 
night we went to bed and have never seen him 
since. We loved him like a brother and our 
children must do the same.

The tomb of Henry 
Harrison, at Cabin Point, Va., ccntains arms, 
and the records show that severaj] of the 
names were fories duritg the Revolution,

Many of 
his descendants were prominent in South 
Carolina and Georgia. Among them may be 
mentioned the late Rev. Dr, John Jones, of the 
Presbyterian church, of Atlanta, and the Dun- 
woodys, of McIntosh county, Ga. Mr.: William 
Smith, of Beaufort, S. C. (@ Revolutionary 
soldier), and his daughter, Miss Hannah 
Moore Smith, deceased, formerly of Marjette, 
were other descendants.

It will be remembered that some time 
back mention was made in these ietters

“Uncle Billy’’ Moseley. 

Since the mention named loving hearts 
have united in the erection of a beautiful 
monument over the grave, a picture of 
which is here given. 

I feel in my heart that there was ‘never 
& more deserving monument raised to a 
man. He lived at a time when there was 
plenty of opportunity for securing the 
fame of warrior heroism, and men are 
yet living who know that Sever wag there 
@ man in Georgia better equipped In cour- 
age or physical manhood—-he had the 
courage of a lion and the strength of a 
giant. 

Endowed with these attributes in such 
marked degree, and go full of life and 
energy. yet he chose the ways of pcace 
and went: about doing good for others 
with never a thought of nonors for him- 
self. If I mistake not he came within 
three or four votes of being elected gov- 


ernor of Georgia once that without 
’ self and in the“tays" 


en the love of the people was express- 
ed at the ballot box more than now, and 
when the highest standard of integrity 
and ability was demanded by the people 
from their men in office. He was elected 
as state senator and was in Milledgeville 
when the Cobbs, Toombs, Ifill and 
Stevens were just entering the arena of 
greatness. While senator the question of 
removing the <«<@pital from Milledgeville 
to Macon was the great fight of the ses- 
sion. Uncle Billy was in favor of removal 
and had men of ability In great numbers 
on his side, but the feeling of the neople 
of Milledg@ville and that scction was so 
bitter and energetic tnat they kept the 
capital there by such vigorous opposition 
as would make the modern sense of ‘“‘bull- 
dozing things’’ tame in ¢xnression. Men 

d women, girls and boys, schools and 
churches, everything in the town of Mil- 
ledgeville lay down everything else and 
Joined in their efforts to defeat “re- 
moval.’’ It was during the debate upon 
this question that “Uncle Billy’”” made 
himself the name of beirg the greatcst 
natural orator in Georgia and possessed 
with a courage that knew no fear, and 
that. also, originated the expression 
about the serpent and the goose hissing, 
which has since been accredited to other 
orators as being original. 

As stated, the people of Milledgeville 
lay down everything and put all their 
energy in an effort to prevent. re- 
moval. They met at the capitol loaded 
down with beautifu] flowers and fennel— 
dog fennel, we call it. When an orator 
spoke in favor of keeping the capitol 
where it was ladies and men and children 
went wild in his favor and showered 
down beautiful flowers and sweet per- 
fumes upon the heads of senators. But 
when a man arose to speak in favor of 
removal he was greeted with hisses anal 
a shower of the noxious fennel was rain- 
ed down from the gallery. The side of 
“removal’’ could get no man able to stand 
the bitterness of the opposition. 

Then it wasthat “Uncle Billy’ arose in 
his place and for the first time proposed 
to address the senate. The demonstra- 
tions of opposition was terrific. Hisses 
came from the gailery and the fennel 
showered down. The reader would have 
to know something of the powerful phy- 
sique of the man to appreciate the picture 
he made there under the shower of fen- 
nel and hisses. 

Folding his arms across his massive 
breast ‘Uncle Billy’’ stood and gazed at 
the gallery with the eye of an eagle, the 
courage of a lion and a speeimen of 
physical manhood I never saw matched 
in another man. As the fennel showered 
down he stooped and picked up a stem of 
the weed and handled it thoughtfully. 

“The gallery,” he said, throwing back 
his massive head and looking straight in 
their faces, ‘in this noxious weed has 
suggested a thought. 

“The serpent hisses from the venom of 
its heart,’”’ waving hfs hand to the men 
in the gallery. 

“The goose hisses, from the abundance 
of her folly,’”” waving his hand across to 
the women.

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“Uncle Billy’’ had not intended to make 
h speech. But he did speak. The gallery 
ceased its demonstration and cowered 
before this mighty man. He spoke. for 
three hours and no: greater ‘orator was 
ever head in Georgia before nor since. 

Space is too limited to go at all’into 
the life work of this good man.

I venture that he never took 
a collection to pay the preacher a cent 
in all ms Hfe. The money that he re- 
ceived as state senator all went to the 
poor, save $1.25, which he paid for a linen 
duster at Milledgeville to preach to an 
audience that did not desire him to preach 
in his shirt sleeves. He spent none of 
this money for car fare—walking and 
preaching as he went that every cent he 
earned from the state might be turned to 
charity. 

Upon a hot Sabbath in August this good 
old man walked all the way from Griffin 
to Flat Shoals—or near the shoals, a dis- 
tance of eighteen miles—to preach the fu- 
neral of a poor widow. I had mentioned 
this before, but I did not tell about an 
incident which happened between “Uncle 
Billy” and the Hon. Jimsy Neel. Mr. 
Neel was the wealthiest man in all that 
region in those days, and after this fu- 
neral, when some friends had took it upon 
themse!ves to make up some money for 
the destitute orphans, it come Mr. Neel’s 
turn to give whatever he might choose to 
give. He put down 50 cents for the or- 
phans and then turned in a few moments 
after and offered “uncle Billy” the pres- 
ent of a fine saddle horse that wag noted 
for his qualities. 

“No,’’: said Uncle Billy, mildly but firm- 
ly. “I would not ride the horse of a man 
who could only put down 60 cents for such 
children:”’
